I. Claims 1-30, drawn to determining marginal values for individual resources, 
classified in class 705, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 31-35, drawn to a yield management system that determines a transaction 
parameter using yield management techniques and communicates these values, 
classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 

combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as determining 
marginal values for individual resources of composite resources using continuous optimization 
functions. There is no transaction parameter determined or communicated in invention I. 
Invention II is directed towards using yield management techniques to determine transaction 
values and communicate these values. There is no continuous optimization utilized to determine 
marginal values for resources. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 
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If invention I from above is elected, then it is requested that Applicant further elect one of 
the species listed below, 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I: using a deterministic optimization function to evaluate marginal values based 
on certain demand and the actual steps to perform this function (Claims 7-13) 
Species II: using a non-deterministic optimization function to evaluate marginal values 
based on uncertain demand and the actual steps to perform this function (Claims 14-23)

held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-6 and 24-30 are generic.
